CHICAGO SHIPPING. 


Statistics of the Arrivals and 
? Clearances of the Port. 


It is a fact that Chicago isin some sense 
the largest port of entry in the United States. 
In 1881 its aggregate of arrivals and clear- 
ances was twenty-nine more than New York, 
Philadelphia, and San Francisco combined, 
and 214 more than New York, Philadelphia, 
and New Orleans combined, The aggregate 
of arrivals at all the ports of the United 
States put together in that year was 43,295, 
of which 26,027, or considerabiy more than 
half. were at Chicago. This apparent su- 
premacy results from the Chicago district 
being so small and the other districts 
being so large, as vessels «plying back 


and forth within the same district 
do not report at the stom-House. 
It is a matter of interest, howé¥er, to observe 


from year to year the Statistics of Chicago 
shipping. The present season is not yet 

uite over, but the end is sufficiently near to 
show that there has not been during the pres- 
ent year the usual annual increase in its vol- 
ume, but on the pd wrt a considerable de- 
erease.

WHAT THE 6UPREME COURT DECIDED. 
The one important point revealed by the 
ful) text of the Supreme Court’s decision on 
the Social Rights act published in yesterday’s 
TRIBUNE which was not apparent from the 
syllabus which wes first telegraphed from 
Washington is the clearly-expressed opinion 
that the failure of this act under the Consti- 
tution does not deprive the negro of any of 
the rights and privileges which it was the 
purpose of the constitutional amendments to 
guarantee to him, but relegates him to the 
same position and the same remedies which 
the whiteman enjoys. This is the construe- 
fon which Tux TriIBUNK put upon the decis- 
lon when it was first announced, but it isa 
satisfaction to find that the Supreme Court 
pointed it out explicitly as a part of its 
opinion. 

The Social Rights act was set aside upon 
three grounds—viz.: (1) The power to pass 
the act was not contained in the Constftution 
before the adoption of the amendments; 
(2) thirteenth amendment abolished 
sla , but did not confer any rights or 
privileges of citizenship beyond a guarantee 
of individual freedom; (8) the fourteenth 
amendment confers citizenship upon the 
negroes, and ig prohibitory of State legisla- 
tion whieh abridges the privileges and im- 
munities of eitizens of the United States, but 
it does not confer upon Congress any power 
to enact a code of laws for the protection of 
any special class, except the States or any 
of them shall disregard the prohibition, Al! 
this is so direct and clear that he who runs 
may read, and tig closest study of the Con- 
stitution will fail to discover a phrase or a 
word which authorizes egislation for the 
benefit of any distinct class of citizens, ex- 
cept in cases where the States may under- 
take to disregard and violate the constitu- 
tional inhibition of discriminating laws.

Iu the absence of local 
discrimination the black man may appeal to 
the same machinery of justice which is av 
able to the white man under the rules of 
common law and the State statutes. The 
negro could not have more protection than 
this unless he were made a ward of the 
United States Government aud thus assured 
higher privileges than tne white man 
enjoys. 

If the negroes turn to the Democrats to ap- 
peal for higher privileges and greater pro- 
tection under the laws of the General Gov- 
ernment the whites have, their conduct 
will be so unreasonable as to be actually 
grotesque. Of course they will fail to ob- 
tain any enlargement of the power to en- 
foree the privileges and immunities guar- 
anteed to them by the Constitution, but that 
is not all. If they help by their votes to 
bring the Democratic party into power they 
may expect to encounter legislative attempts 
in the Southern States to discriminate against 
them, and in such case they cannot hope for 
the intervention of 4 Democratic Congress or 
of a Supreme Court, which will have been 
reconstructed in the meantime to conform 
with the ruling Democratic notions about ne- 
gro equality. Today the negro stands upon 
the same footing before the law as the white 
man: the late decision of the Supreme Court 
fortities him in that position. But if he de- 
sert the Republican party in hie ignorance 
and ingratitude, and if the Republiean party 
abandon him to the Demoeratic wolf in re- 
turn for his folly, the black sheep will have 
a slim chance to vindicate his individual 
rights in the flock.

This may seem very unnatural 
from the cotton consumers’ point of view, 
but if the results show, as the Southerners 
believe they will, that they can get as much 
money for less cotton—at the cost of a pro- 
portionately less amount of labor—as they 
have been getting for a larger quantity, it is 
not likely they will devote themselves to 
raising more cotton just to gratify the vollt- 
ical economists,

The logie of Judge McCrary’s argument is 
convincing, and it needs only a little closer 
connection with the subject of National regu- 
lation of the railroads to develop its full bear- 
ing.. It may be stated in a nutshell. Kail- 
road transportation is commerce; transpor- 
tation from a point in one State to a point ia 
another State is inter-State commerce; the 
Constitution vests in Congress the power to 
regulate inter-State commerce; hence the 
power to regulate railroads doing business in 
various States rests in Congress. The case 
before Judge McCrary demanded of him the 
| definition of Congressional power over inter- 
State railroad commeree in order to divest 
the State of Iowa of a power it had assumed 
improperly, but certainly the same argue 
ment would be equally strong in affirm- 
ing the pow@ of Congress over inter-State 
rallroad cegnmerce if that question were 
under consideration, The Supreme Court 
of the United States has already defined the 
status of railroads as pubile highways and of 
the companies owning them as quasi-public 
corporations, and it has confirmed the right 
of the State to regulate them within its own 
territorial jurisdiction. Now, Judge Me- 
Crary, in au argument which will undoubt- 
edly be sustainad by the Supreme Court, ex- 
cludes the States from the power of regulation 
in the case of railroad transportation from 


that such transportation is inter-State com- 
merce, which the Constitution of the United 
States places under the exclusive jurisdiction 
of Congress. It follows, therefore, as a 
matter of course, that inter-State railroad 
transportation is subject to Congiessional 
regulation just as raiiroad transpoertanon 
confined to one State is subject to State reg- 
ulation. Henceforth all opposition te Con- 
gressional regulation of inter-State railroads 
based on constitutional objections will be 
| unworthy of consideration. The right of 
Congress to regulate the railroads of the 
country is clear; the popular demand for 
such regulation is unmistakabie; it only re- 
mains to be seen whether the corporations or 
the peopie haye the greater influence in Con- 
gress.

“THE FRENCH REVOLUTION. 

One of the most suggestive of recent re- 
view articles is that by Frederic Harrison in 
the October North American on the Histo- 
ries of the French Revolution. It presents a 
view of that momentous epoch strikingly dit- 
ferent trom that whieh has been made popu- 
lar by a whole line of English writers and 
speakers, of whom the most conspicuous was 
Burke, The American verdict upon the 
French Revolution has been very much more 
tolerant of its mistakes, of course, than that 
of even such English Liberals as Morley; but 
American opinion has not yet grasped the 
philosophie aspect of the revolution as Har- 
rison points it out, Ashe looks at it, the 
murky days and the bloody catastrophes 
were but the accidents of a great movement 
which began far back in the past and has not 
yet by any means done its work. “The most 
inadequate view of all he thinks to be that 
which regards it as a mere outbreak, an in- 
surrection, a period of anarchy between two 
periods of calm. In truth, it had no precise 
beginning any more than modern society 
had one, and its end has not yet arrived, 

Harrison declares that the revolution was 
far more constructive than destructive, It 
was one of the products of the thoughts of 
the last fifty years of its century, These 
were more prolific in the germinal ideas of 
new reforms than any other fifty years in the 
history of mankind. New ideas in govern- 
ment, in law, in industrial organization. in 
edueation, in the whole soeial system, were 
worked out by the thinkers of that time, 
completing the theories that had been eddy- 
ing in speculative minds for a ceptury or 
emore. ‘These are still profound!y modifying 
the life of men. The politics of this country 
strikes some of its deepest rgots into these 
very ideas of the prerevolutionary thinkers, 
and Adam Smith’s theories of the benefits of 
freer trade and industry have ta a large ex- 
tent the same souree, 

This is a side of the revolution that has 
never been adequately treated. Its uproar, 
tumult, and blood have been written of again 
and again, So much has been said about 
these dramatic aspects of it that the philo- 
sophic side, its relations to the vast achieve- 
ments of the eighteenth century as a whole 
in philosophy and science, and its relations to 
social and industrial reorganization, have 
been rather overlooked. It is with regard 
to the latter that there has been the greatest 
neglect, There is no book that at all ap- 
proaches an adequate treatment of the so- 
cialistic impulses communicated by the revo- 
lution, Morley comes nearer than any one 
else to understanding them, but even he pro- 
nounces the movement a mountainous fali- 
ure on the Whole. 

It would be impossible to imagine more 
opposit conceptions of the great upheaval! in 
France than those taken by Carlyle and Har- 
rison. Admitting that Carlyle has given us 
in his French Revolution a poem—one of 
the finest in the language: a sermon—one of 
the most impressive ever preached; a narra- 
tive—one of the most picturesque ever told; 
an appeal—one of the most enthralling ever 
uttered "’—he still is forced to deny that it is 
in any sense a history. Carlyle exhibits 
throughout a shallow ana cynical concep- 
tion of his topic. He sees in it only a gro- 


tesque fantas ia of human folly and 
impotence, derides it all with the ha! 
hal of his Mep helie wit. Carlyle bases 


his work on the assumption that the revoiu- 
tion was an insurrection, an outbreak against 
tyrannies, lies, and shams, a period that left 
nothing behind it but anarehy and destruc- 
tion. But according to Harrison the his- 
tory of our entire nineteenth century is the 
history of the work begun by the revolution. 
It “ was the fonndation of a new epoch in 
philosophy, art, morals, and religion.” 
“The French people, out of whose heart 
and blood it issued, are not the mob of 
monkeys aud tigers which the reactionary 
tiger painted them, but the people charged 
in Europe with the evolution of all our re- 
publican and social ideals.“ 


CELTO-SAXONS BEYOND THE SEA. 

A book which is now the subject of much 
discussion in Great Britain is Prof. Seeley’s 
“Expansion of England.’”’ Phe author is 
Professor of Modern History in the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge, and his book isa series of 
discourses on the growth of the English col- 
onies and the feasibility of unitmg them 
with the mother country into one great fed- | 
eral empire, somewhat similar to the United 
States, except that the monarchic form 
should be retained—for some time at least. 
Prof. Seeley admits that England is no 
longer a European Power, and says that it 
will be her interest. and future pelicy to keep 


and to devote herself with all the discretion 
and energy of which she is capable to knit- 
ting her distant provinees more closely to, 
herself and te one another. He has high 
hopes for the future of the proposed feder- 
ated empire, and predicts that in half a cent- 
ury the Englishmen beyond the sea will ex- 
ceed in numbers the Englishmen at home, 
and that the total will be much more than a 
hundred millions, | 

It will be observed that Prof. Seeley, with 
the selfcompiacency of his countrymen, 
Claims all men of the British Isles and all 
their descendants and kinsmen in the colo- 
nies as Englishmen, though it is probable 
that one-half of those in the colonies are 
Irish and Scotch, Celtic in blood and genius, 
He also takes it for granted that the colonists 
will be only too glad to enter into a federal 
arrangement with England, and that there 
can be no doubt that they will maintain, and 
if necessary defend, such an arrangement.

Lowpon, Oct. 26.—{Special Cable Dispatch 
to The Chicago Tribune. ] Much attention 
has been drawn to the Jesuits by the appoint- 
ment of Father Anderledy as Vicar to Father 
Beckx, General of the order, sometimes 
called the Black Pope,” 

Although the future General has passed 
his 64th year, he continues to enjoy vigorous 
health, His black hair is unstreaked with 
gray. Little known as a writer, Father An- 
derledy is highly esteemed asa Professor end 
administrator. He has some notoriety 
as a preacher, and understands, be- 
sides the dead languages, English, 
German, French, Spanish, and Italian.

The election of a Vicar-General during the 
lifetime of the General is an innovation. It 
was conducted in secret.

POLYGAMY. 

THE COMMISSION THINK IT CAN BE DE- 
STROYED ONLY BY THE ABOLITION OF 
SUFFRAGE. | | 
Wasnineron, D. C., Oct. 26.— Special.] — 

The Utah Commissioners had an interview 

with the President today. They have not 

yet agreed as to their recommendations. 

They are divided on the question whether 

they shall recommend a government for the 

Territory by legislative commission, or 

whether they shall advise the establishment 

of a government by commission like that in 
the District of Columbia, the officers of 
which shall be appointed by the President 
and confirmed by the Senate. There is no 
difference of opinion as to the fact that po- 
lygamy cannot be destroyed under the Ed- 
munds law, yet they are disposed to give 
that law more credit than it has generally 


- yecelved. Said one of the Commissioners 


tonight: That law bas disclosed facts that 
were not known before, ahd has furnished 
information to Congress that will be valua- 
ble as a guide to enact legislation that will 
destroy polygamy. It has, for instance, 
shown that after 15,000 polygamists have 
been disfranchised the monogamists are a 
majority over all. Probably no one in Con- 
gress supposed that that was true. Possibly 
if the Gentiles had not become discouraged 
they might have elected one monogamist 
who was not a Mormon, but they did not. 
The discovery of that fact, however, is an im- 
portant guide to legisiation. It shows 
that ~ it © will not be possible 
o destroy polygamy and to save 
suffrage there. ‘The political power of Utah 
is the church, and the church will dominate 
so lofig as suffrage lasts. The Mormons are 
divided into two classes. the rich, who hold 
the offices of the church and are the leaders; 
the masses, densely ignorant and very poor, 


who suppose that they have godliness. The 


latter class believe that everything good that 
they have comes from the church. To the 
church they arc grateful for their irrigation, 
for their immigration, for material prosperi- 
ty. They are taught to believe that to de- 
stroy polygamy is to rob them of 
their farms and blacksmith shops, or 
whatever possession they haye. A 
Government by Federal conimission 
cotid be established which would soon con- 
vine these people that the General Govern- 
m as well as the church, can be their 
friend in all matters affecting their material 
prospechty. and without suffrage the church 
ierarchy would lose its power.“ . 
EMBARRASSED BY THE LEGISLATURE. 
The commission is embarrassed in making 
its recommefidations, as it cannot be pre- 
sumed to know what the monogamic Mor- 
mon Legisiature, which meets in January, 
Will do. . The Edmunds law authorizes that 
uunission to appoint a second commission, 
which shall supersede the original body 
appointed under that law. It. of course, is 
in the power of the Legislature to appoint a 
commission which will nullify that law. 
This can be done, as the Mormons 
are now endeav to do, on the ground 
that the Edmunds law is unconstitutional, 
and that tt must be construed to mean that 
no one can be disfranchised under it until he 
has been convicted of polygamy. This would 
unquestionably be one of the rules of any 
commission appointed by this monogamic 
Legisiature. And there would be no one dis- 
irinehised, as there would be no convictions 
of poly amy. This will probably be the re- 
t egislattve action, but the commission 
oes not like to agsume that it will be. The 
best opinion is that polygamy cannot be de- 
stroyed except by the destruction of suf- 
traze. *““And,’”’ said one Commissioner to-

ANNUAL REPORT OF COMMISSIONER PRICE. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 26.—Following 
is a synopsis of the annual report of Indian-

The latter looked 
at the coupons, saw that they were for parquet 
seats, and then said that they were broken, but 
that ho would get places elsewhere. He re- 
turned in a short time with other coupons and a 
half-dollar, which be slipped into Murray's 
band. Then he led the latter and his wife to 
some seats far in the rear of the house. Murray 
said that that would not * was not 
what he had bought. and nt off to 
see the manager. Mr. Norton. The latter 
saia that it was ali right—that the 
parquet tickets had been sold by mistake. and 
that while be wished to have colored people 
come to his place. and would provide good seats 
for them, yet those seats would have to be in 
the gallery or the rear; that the business of the 
bouse would not allow of bis mixing things up. 
roupon Murray left. lie consulted a lawver 
in reference to the case, eas told that by ac- 
cepting, even though ignorantiy, the new 
coupons and the money he had barred bimseif 
of all hope of redress. Judging from what he 
says, however, it is not unifkely that it will not 
be long before a case is made to see if re is 
any State law by which a colored man can be 
revented from using the seats that he has paid 
or. In this case Murray says he bought them 
at the box-office, which the management deny. 
Mr. N. Norton, manager of the Olympic, tells 
a different story. He said: We try to treat 
colored people as well as we can. Mr. Emmet 
will not permit them to sit in the front seats, as 
the white people will protest against it. They 
can bave seats anywhere in the galiery or in the 
rear of the pit, where we put the man Murray 
and his wife. He is too cunning in the tirst 
lace. He sent a white man in the morning for 
o seats, and thus thought it once in possession 
of the tickets pe could enter without being 
molested. Had he come himself we would never 
have sold him orchestra seats, and all this trou- 
bie could have been avoided. In my opinion 
Murray knew that he would be refused admit- 
tance, and be wanted to create a scene for the 
sake of notoriety.

Briet meation has already been made of the 

fact that the County Attorney, acting by order 
of the Board of Commissioners, had begun suit 
against Recorder Brockway, to recover the sum 
of 81.000. for fees alleged to have been retained 
by him. The facts in the case do not seem to 
warrant the commencement of any sucb action. 
The predecessor of the present Recorder was 
allowed the extra pay of $1,000a year when the 
duties of the abstract office were imposed on 
im. The same sum was steadily voted to the 
present incumbent till the fall of 1881. when 
the County Board adopted a resolution to 
the effect that it should no longer be 
given him. Having good legul opinion to the ef- 
fect that this action was illegal, and that as long 
as he did the work he was entitled to the pay, 
the Recorder drew the money out of the fees 
that came into bis hands. Not long after the 
board became convinced that a mistake had 
been made, and for the last year or so the old 
salary has been regularly voted to him. Now, 
however, a suit is begun to collect that sum 
which the Recorder drew atatime when the 
board was trying to deprive him of what is now 
geverally admitted to be bis due.

SUBURBAN FREIGHT. 
WHY RAILROADS DO NOT CARE TO HANDLE 


IT. 

A complaint having been made to Tux TRIB- 
UNE to the effect that certain railroads refuse 
to curry freight to suburban stations in less 
than car-joad quantities, a reporter made some 
inquiries on the subject yesterday. It appears 
that the principal reason why the railroads 
bave no freight offices at suburban points is 
owing to the enormous passenger traffic; 80 
many suburban passenger trains run 
freight trains could not be added to the schedule 
without considerable danger. Anotherreason, 
but one on which the companies lay very little 
stress, is that suburban freight offices would not 

ay one-tenth the expense. For example, ifa 

reigbt office were opened at Hyde Park, 

General Freight Agent of the Lilinois Central 
calculates that the quantity carried there would 
average 1,000 pounds per month, which at 16 
cents per 100 pounds would bring in the com- 
pany $1.60. As the agent in charge of the 
freight office would be paid at least $30 per 


mouth, further demonstration is unnecessary. 


In the special case of tne Lilinois Ventral the 
two inner tracks on the suburban lines are for 
sseuger trains only, the two central are for 
reight trains, while the two outer tracks— 
there being six in all—were intended for the 
Nickel-Piate Line.

A VALUABLE DISCOVERY. 


Rich Coal Deposits Found in Ohio ata 

Depth of Four Hundred Feet from 
the Surtace. 

‘AKRON, O., Oct. 26.—[Special.]—The reliability 
of scientitic research seems to be questioned 
more than ever in this decade, and when it is 
considered that recent discoveries have shown 
most conclusively the fallacies whereon faith 
has been pinned it ceases to be astonishing. 

For a long number of years it has been ac- 
cepted as a fact that the greatest depth at which 
coal deposits could be found in Ohio was about 
175 feet below the surface. Geologists have 
tested at great depths in the coal-seam regions 
of the State without finding anytbing even close- 
ly allied to coal In the wells sunk, and because 
of this put forth the theory that coal did not ex- 
ist at greater depth than that above men- 
tioned. Prospectors and miners accepted 
immutable law, and gov- 
in their 
search for the dusky diamonds. But all this 
theorizing has been completely upset by a re- 
cent discovery upon the farm of Mr. H. C. Wag- 
per, situated in the northern part of Stark 
County, about thirteen miles from this city, by 
two men who have been Grilling for a vein at 
great depth. 

About a half-century agoa man named Heury 
Kroft was induced to put down a well, drilled 
with primitive tools, with the expectation of 
finding salt-water or rock-sait on the land now 
owned by Mr. Wagner. The foundation for bis 
supposition that salt in some form existed in 
that particular section, arose from the fact 
that at that time it was what is 
familiarly known to huntsmen asa “ deerlick.” 
Mr. Kroft argued that as the deer came there to 
lick they obtained salt, and that consequently it 
must be found there. At that particular time it 
took two bushels of wheat and $1 in money to 
buy one bushel of salt, and Mr. Kroft saw a 
prospective fortune if he should be fortunate 
eneugh to find the chlorine deposit. 

He drilled the hole over 400 feet and failed to 
find sait, but passed through a coal seam more 
than six feet in thickness at a depth of 390 feet. 
He then quit drilling and abandoned bis well. 
But few of his friends knew anything tur- 


ther the resuit of his effort aside 
from its abandonment, and therefore 
kvowledwe of the coal find was confined to 


his immediate family. Its great depth pre- 
cluded the possibility of endeavoring to open 
up the vein for development, and througb all 
these years it has been lying dormant. But 
early in the present year John Campbell and 
John McFaddin, of Canai Futon. two experts in 
prospecting for coal, learned the facts that are 
above given from a son of Mr. Kroft, who bad 
heard his father tell of it. Campbell and his 
partner were at once convinced that geological 
science had been at fault, and they pr 
to the Wagner farm, obtaining permission to 
put down a hole about a half mile north of the 
old “salt well.“ March had arrived before these 
gentiemen were in a position to begin opera- 
tions, and they then procéeded with tne work of 
hole. They decided to go 309 
it, and if they found 
no coal, to abandon the work; but after getting 
but eight feet below the surface they struck 
sandstone rock, and a long, tedious siege began, 
which lasted uainterruptedly, with the excep- 
tion of three weeks, until last week. im- 
mense rock deposit was 384 reet in depth. When 
the 300 feet they had agreed to work had been 
reached Campbell wes tired and disgusted, and 
refused to go On with what seemed to be so use- 
less a task, but MoFaddin stuck to it, and made 
Campbell agree to stay until they got through 
the rocks. After this agreement the work went 
on, and finaliy they got through the rock onto a 


‘bed of shale of a character such as is found over 


deposits of anthracite coal. Stopping when mor 
reached this point, as they were satten 
with what they discovered, the two 
men at once leased 750 acres of the surrounding 
lands, and upon completion of the leases pro- 
ceeded to go into and tbh tne vein of coal 
they koew to underlie. y were. not long 
going through this vein, which proved to be six 
feet three iuches thick, and as distinct from all 
Other coals yet discovered ia this State as our 
present cual is from anthracite. Conjectures 
as to just what sort of carboniferous material it 
is are made by all who have seen it, aud all are 
agreed that, while it may not be true antbracite, 
it partakes so strongly of that character as to 
deserve ciassitication with that species. 

The charactcristics that mark the coal thus 


discovered are when burned no smoke or flame, 


as in the case of bitumigous coai, arises; a 
bright steel look, perfectly clean, not discolor- 
ing water in whicn specimens were wasbed. These 
are the tests which, when applied, go to forming 
the opinion as to its anthracite nature. 

vein lies just 396 feet from the surface of the 
earth, thus completely upsetting the dogmatic 
theorizing of Prof. Newberry and his corps of 
State geologists, who, as before stated, say 
3 coal deposit of Ohio lies at about 175 


eet. 

At this time it is not known whether the seam 
found is only local in its nature or whether it is 
not also a fact that it underlies the whole coal 
deposit of Ohio. Tests are to be at once made 
as to the extent in this particular region occu- 
pied by the seam, and to discover if the vein is 
of equal thickness throughcut.

Criticism of Mrs. Oliphant’s monograph on 
the author of The School for Scandal” has 
taken a wide range. The reviewers who 
have not been offended by the harshness of 
her judgments have been almost equally in- 
eensed by their lenience. We, too, have our 
quarrel with Mrs. Oliphant, but our provoca- 
tion is of a different sort. The fault we have 
to find is not that she has held the scales with 
an uneven hand, but that she has failed, with 
materials so favorable to picturesque treat- 
ment, to make a brilliant book. The volume 
contains no internal evidence of more than a 
single excursion outside of the regular biog- 
raphiesof Sheridan, She has not brightened 
her pages with the incidental observations 
on him or his works to be found scattered 
througn countiess essays and memoirs in 
which his is not the central figure. Of course 
Macaulay's essay on Warren Hastings could 
not escape even the superficial research of 
Mrs. Oliphant, who has ventured to turn its 
thrilling description of the famous scene in 
the great hall of William Rufus into her own 
somewhat slipshod Englisn. But here her 
study of, Macaulay seems to have ended. It 
never occurred to her to look in so unlikely 
a place as his essay on Machiavelli for the 
best brief estimate of Sheridan’s comedies 
with which we are acquaintea. Nor has she 
taken the trouble to read the essay on The 
Comic Dramatists of the Restoration,” in 
which Macaulay points out wherein 
Sheridan fell short in his 
fest imitation of Congreve, concerning which 
Mrs. Oliphant is discreetly silent, though 
she is at some pains to exonerate her author 
from the charge of poaching upon the liter- 
ary preserves ot Fielding and Moliére. That 
Sheridan was indebted to the latter we 
wholly disbelieve; for the gay backbiting of 
Céliméne, Acaste, and Clitandre only slightly 
resembles that of the scandalous college. 
Nor do we attach much importance to the 
fancied derivation of the brothers Surface 
from Tom Jones and Blifil: but that the 
tenth scene of the third act ot The Double 
Dealer“ furnished the hint for“ The School 
for Scandal,” we are ready to be sworn. 
And yet Sheridan was no vuigar plagiar- 
ist. He. simply took the extinguished 
torch. from the dead hand of Con- 
greve and relighted it at a purer 
flame. It was his mission once more to 1 
lumine the fast-gathering darkness which 
was fihally to close in around English com- 
edy when Goldsmith and himself had ceased 
to write. 

Apart from the defect which has been

has been distilled by Shelley into an incom- 
parable epigram, of whicii no writer on this 
play has ever heard. Deep-rooted as was 
his aversion to theatres, and often as he 
taiked of “the withering and perverting 
spirit of comedy,“ the poet once attended a 
representation of Sheridan’s masterpiece. 
Silent during the Bacchanalian scenes, when 
the action changed to Joseph's library, 
Shelley turned to his companion, Thomas 
Love Peacock, with the remark: “I see the 
purpose of this comedy. It is to associate 
virtue with bottles, and villainy with books.” 

Mrs. Oliphant quotes Moore’s saying, that 
It was the fate of Sheridan through life 
and iu a great degree his policy to gain 
credit for excessive indolence and careles- 
ness“; but she evidently leans to the side of 
those who believe the stories of his wonder- 
ful tours-de-force. To us the works of Sher- 
idan have always seemed monuments of al- 
most incredible toil. Llis mind, like that of 
“Slow Wycherley,” produced nothing spon- 
taneously, and the exaggerated accounts of 
his writing the latter portion of a play while 
the curtain was upon the earlier scenes are 
as much evidence of a disinelination, pro- 
longed to the last moment, to give final shape 
to the thoughts with which his brain had long 
been busy, as proot that they sprang forth 
under the spur of sudden necessity. The 
wit of Sheridan, than which there is none 
of more staying quality, like al! the riches 
of intellect was nota lucky find, It was the 
result of search. 

Of Sheridan's oratory Mrs. Oliphant has 
nothing new to say. And, indeed, what can 
be said of speeches which were so imper- 
fectiy reported that they have perished al- 
most as completely as the accents of Gar- 
rick! Mrs. Oliphant, however, gives us an 
anecdote which we do not remember to have 
seen in Moore’s Life: When something 
was said to Pitt about the new drama 
Pizarro the Minister answered, It you 
mean what Sheridan wrote, there is nothing 
new init. 1 have heard it all long ago iu 
his speeches on Hastings’ trial.“ In his de- 
cadence the broken wit was fain to borrow a 
flower or two from his great oration with 
which to decorate the grave of his genius. 

“Sheridan’s view of life was not a pro- 
found one,” says our author, It was but 
a Vulgar sort of drama; a problem without 
any depths, to be solved by plenty of money. 
and wine, and pleasure, by youth and high 
spirits, and an easy lavisliness whieh was 
called liberality, or even generosity, as occa- 
sion served. But to Sheridan there was 
nothing to find out in it, any more than 
there is anything to tind out in the charac- 
ters of his plays. Lady Teazle's easy pen- 
itence, her husbang's pardon, achieved b 
the elegant turn of her head seen — 
the open door, and the entry of 
Charles Surface into all the good things 
of this lite, were all he knew on this great 
subject.” These are etuel words, but they 
are not truthiess. Sheridan has always been 
the idol of the improvident, the tnriftiess, 


and the unpriucipled. Every man who has 


failed in life can draw some consvlation from 
‘the errors of this man of genius, ‘To his evil 
example is largely due the pernicious con- 


fusion of ideas which associates cleverness 


With dissipation. Who ever heard of a sot 
who might not have been anything but for 
his fatal passion for drink ? There is no bet- 
ter certificate of latent ability than its possi- 
ble concealment by vice. The sober dul- 
lard stands no chance of obtaining 


that reputation for which is 


so easily grasped by the ‘inebriate of equal 
mental incapacity. The man unbiessed with 
any but the most medivcre gifis, if he can 
only cheat a creditor or sjuander a fortune, 
hugs himself as a lesser Sheridan: and the 
man in whose fat brain no epigram was ever 
engendered, if he be drunk enough, con- 
ceives himself a wit. 

We regret to note that Mrs. Oliphant has 
sullied her pages by the reviva! of a for 
gotten slander upon the first Mrs. Sheridan, 
which she herself pronounces a vague and 
shadowy tale.”

Ail [ ean presume to hope for this record of an 
experience is, that it muy have a passing value 
to certain of my readers whose anticipations of 
what they call che Hereafter are so vague or so 
dubious as to be more of a pain than a pieasure 
to theinsel ves. 
The author has daringly described her 
transition to Heaven, the character of the 
celestial life, and even her meeting with our 
Lord—besides weaving in the fraginent, ter- 
restrially incomplete, of a love-story—all of 
‘hich is treated with the dignified simplicity 
oming a disembodied spirit. Since our 
ideas of the future life are necessarily 


colored by our personal tastes, our 
earthly experiences, and, above ali, 
by our religious beliefs, we doubt 


if any one can accept another’s conception 
of Heaven. There are those in whom all 
the glories of Revelation fail toawaken joy- 
ful anticipations of the world to come, and 
who seem to accept it merely as an escape 
from punishment. There are others who, 
while sincerely longing for a blissful eterni- 
ty, yet fail to represent it alluringly to their 
fellows. Perhaps we should always feel a 
chilling loss of identity in a Heaven not of 
our own creation. It is to be feared that the 
world-weary who are looking forward to 
the restfulness of the skies as their sweet- 
est attribute may find our author’s place 
of reward rather an active, New-England 
Heaven. The entire reasonableness of the 
following passage must commend it to all: 

Perbaps I should say, once for ail, that every 
form of pure pleasure or bappiness which had 
existed upon the earth bad existed as a type ofa 
greater. Our divinest hours below bad been 
scarcely more than suggestions of their coun- 
terparts above. It must be remembercd that, 
in all instances, the celestial life develops the 
soul ot a thing. soul of a sense ie a 
more exquisit thing thao what we may call the 
body of the sense, as developed to earthly con- 
sciousuess.

Foundations of Heligions Belief. 

In 1880 a lectureship was founded in the 
General Theological Seminary of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Churen of the United States, 
by a gift of George A. Jarvis, of Brooklyn. 
N. V. The foundation was named by the 
donor The Bishop Paddock Lectureship” ; 
and the design was to procure the delivery 
of lectures at regular iutervals in detense of 
the Christian religion as upheld by the Prot- 
testaut Episcopal Chureh. On this founda- 
tion aseries of lectures was given in New 
York in the early part of the present year, 
on The Foundations of Religious Belief,” 
or “ The Methods of Natural Theology Vin- 
dicated Against Modern Objections,” by the 
Rey. W. D. Wilson, D. D., Professor in Cor- 
neil University. These lectures are now 
published in a duodecimo volume of 386 


pages. 

‘There are seven lecturesin all. In the first 
the subject is stated and the methods are de- 
scribed. In this lecture the author considers 
the objective method of Paley and the sub- 
jective method of the schoolmen, Des Cartes 
and others. He does uot propose any war- 
fare on modern science, but he means to ex- 
amine ojections to natural theology from the 
standpoiuts of both scienceand metaphysics ; 
and in this lecture he gives a clear account 
of the different views and arguments on this 
subject that have been- urged from Plato 
down to Herbert Spencer. 

In the second lecture Dr. Wilson examines 
physical objections, and inquires respecting 
the nature of matter and we theories of eve- 
lution and causation. He means, of course, 
objections to the theistic argument. in his 
notice of Herbert Speneer’s assumption that 
matter has existed from ‘ruity, he con- 
cedes that philosophy cannot disprove the 
assumption; and that the creation of matter 
cau only be shown, if at all, from the teach- 
ings of Seripture. In this he reverses 
the view of Dr. Mark Hopkins, who 
holds that the creation of matter is provable 
by philosophy. but not by Scripture. At the 
same time Dr. Wilson contends that the 
creation of matter cannot be disproved by 
reason or philosophy, however impossible it 
may be to conceive how such creation may 
have been effected. But, concedingso much, 
our author denies the theory of evyolu- 
tion can account for the origin of the world 
as we find it, on the following grounds: (1) If 
the present order of things had no begin- 
ning, evolution must have produced a Su- 

rene Bemme long before this time, for evo- 

ution must be as eternal as matter itself, 
(2) The present order of things hada begin- 
ning; and, as evolution is but a process, it too 
must have had a beginnmg. But this pro- 


cess could not have been begun by inert 
matter. It must have proceeded from 
a spontaneous force like the soul 
of nau—that is, from a Spir- 


itual Being. (3) Evolution without God does 
not account for all the phenomena since the 
beginning; for cxample, living animals and 
vegetabies, which cannot be shown to spring 
trom any material force, any more thah ma- 
chinery can be supposed to act without a 
moving power. The objection that effects 
aud causes are the eyuivalents of each other, 
and hence that, assuming the eternity of mat- 
ter, We cannot assume a first cause because 
the effects are Forever the equivalents of 
their causes however far traced back, Dr. 
Wilson answers by saying that we know that 
the series of causes and eifects as we see 
them had a beginning. For the question is, 
How came the universe of effects into being 
unless there was a comprehensive cause to 
produce these effects? The objection that 
any supposable first cause must itself 
have been produced by a previous cause, 
he shows to be founded in misapprehension 
of the nature of the relation between effect 
and cause. An effectis an event; but the 
first cause is not an event, but a power of 
spontaneous activity. The actisan event, 
but not the power from which it proceeds. 
Hence God may have begun the jrocess of 
finite effects while without beginning Him- 


self, 

The third lecture is devoted to metaphys- 
ical objections—especially those objections 
that are urged by Comte and II. Spencer. 
Comte and Spencer argue that what we call 
mind is nothing but the effect of electrical 
currents running to and from the brain. But 
the author shows that mere is a power that 
may act spontaneously and apart from any 
electrical agent; and this. he maintains, 
is mind. In this argument he ap 
peals to a new set of experiments made at 
Cornell University. Thus he sets aside the 
position that there is no soul or immortal 
partin man; and he examines the further 
assumption that, if we have a soul we can- 
pot know the tact. Spencer’s assertion that 
we cannot be conscious vf ourselves. 
cause there must be a perceiving subject and 
also a separate ohkject perceived, he denies, 
and maintains that we are conscious of per- 
ceiving ourselves as the ebject of perception. 
At the same time he cunteuds that we direct- 
ly perceive objects out of ourselves as actual 
realities and not as mere appearances. 
doctrine of Spencer, that all knowl- 
edge is relative and uncertain, he 
alleges is false—not because much 
ot our knowledge is not relative, but because 
some truths are both relative and absolute. 
and others—for example, the truths of math- 
ematics—are absolute and not relative at all. 
The whole doctrine of the relativity of 
knowledge is discussed with careful analysis 
aud sharp discrimination. 

In the fourth lecture Dr. Wilson answers 
logicalj objections—Hamilton’s no proof of 
the intinit and Kaut's antinomies. He argues 

, if we cannot conceive the infinit, there 
may still be an infinit; and the existence 
of a creating Spirit is not set aside whether 
or not His infinity be proved. Aud he en- 
deavors to show that Kant’s antinomies, or 
metaphysical couvtradiczions, are all based 
upon ambiguous uses of terms. This is one 
of the most interesting parts of tne whole 
discussion; and, if the positions taken are 
defensible, many of the arguments urged by 
aguostics fail to the ground. 

The fifth tecture is occupied with a consid- 
eration of the misuse of abstractions, Ure 
Attributes of God, and His personality. In 
this lecture the fallacieus reasonings of many 
skeptics in regard to the personality of God 
are weil exposed. 

‘The sixth lecture expounds miracles and 
inspiration as oceurring in Nature and indi- 
cated in experience—a well-considered and 
ably-reasoned discussion of miracles and in- 
spiration in the light of facts in Nature and 
conscious life. 

In the last lecture Dr. Wilson argues that

Diseases of Cattle in England. 

Recent reports by mail from England say 
that there are within a few miles of Leices- 
ter over 1,000 cattle suffering from the dread- 
ed foot-and-mouth disease, which is almost 
equally prevalent in several other districts of 
Leicestershire. The disease has broken out 
in three places within the limits of the bor- 
ough, but it is thought that this will not in- 
terfere in any way with the holding of the 
fat or the lean stock markets at present. As 
late as Oct. 7a number of fresh outbreaks 
were reported, showing that the malady was 
spreading into fresh districts, while those 
herds in which it already existed were very 
seriously affected. Where the disease breaks 
out the greatest difficulty is met in prevent- 


ing its spread through the entire herd, which 
causes great loss. |

When they are inciosing 
pasture grounds they always leave a little land 
and water on the outside for their neighbors’ 
cattle to graze on. 

The Philadelphia Times says that so many 
strange and ineompreyensible experiments 
have been made on the State Experimental 
Farm near West Grove, Chester County, that 
the once beautiful place has degenerated into 
a neglected wilderness, with tumbiedown build- 
ings, rickety fences, wretched-lookmg live 
stock, and weeds everywhere. The stock on the 
farm consisted of four wretchéd-looking com- 
mon cows, two ragged bucks, and a yet more 
ragged ewe, an undersized jackass, two hors 
anda spanof dejected muies with tails like old 
dusting- brushes, and five wild-eyed and hungry 
swine; and of this magnificent lot of animals 
severai are owned by one of the occupants of 
this once beautiful State Experimental Farm, 
on which there were, only a few years ago. a 
herd of fine Jersey cattle, halt a dozen good 
horses, a large drove of well-fed porkers, and a 
Hock of sheep of the best blood. The farm had 
enough first-class machinery and agricultural 
implements to stock haif a dozen ordinary 
farms. All were sold to pay the wages of labor- 
ers and other accounts.

The English Sparrow. 

Within the last twelvemonth a storm of 
abuse has been falling upon the dusky 
feathered folk from a foreign clime, and the 
almost universal cry has been, The spar- 
row must go.“ Twenty-five years ago, when 
it was first brought to this country, it was 
everywhere warmly welcomed the large 
Eastern cities even going so far as to im- 
port great numbers of them at public ex- 
pense. In England these birds are known 
as the house sparrow, or passer domesticus. 
‘They are noted for their extreme voracity, 
also for their rather mouotonous chirp, 
which is kept up incessantly all day long. 
But the redeeming circumstance claimed tor 
them is, that, besides rendermg great serv- 
ice as scavengers, they show wonderful in- 
dustry in exterminating the myriads of in- 
sects which infest and prev upon the fruits 
of the farm and garden. According to But- 
fon, the celebrated French naturalist, a 
single pair of English sparrows will deggroy 
nearly 4,000 caterpillars weekly in feMing 
their young. 

But, notwithstanding these excellent traits, 
vouched for, as will presently be seen, by 
eminent authorities, there are those who 
prefer the gravest charges against them, 
Fhe main points in their allegations are 
they are not handsome, are not melodious: 
they are dirty; that is, they build their nests 
often in places not the best chosen for the 
pout and comfort of the tidy housewife. 

ut these are not the gravest charges; there 
are yet two remaining counts in the indict- 
ment. First is, that they drive away our 
native birds and assume the sole pancy 
of the haunts of our own featherec song- 
sters, depriving us of the music which can- 
not be replaced. The next charge is, that 
they destroy the buds of traits, trees, and 
Rowers incalculable harm instead of 
good. Mr. Elliott Coues, the eminent ornith- 
ologist, has written much upon the 
habits and value of this bird, and is so 
thoroughly convinced of its bad character 

he recommends the enactment of laws 
providing for its total extermination. On

defense, and whe has for years protected 
and cared for them, says: The sparrows 
have neither driven away nor disturbed the 
song-birds, Which they are accused of doing, 
nor have they robbed me of the fruit in my 
large garden, which has never been in better 
condition and quantity than this year. I fed 
and cared for them ip Rogen as I do here, 
as can sé their habits are un- 
chan y climate.”’, 

In the face of süch testimony. as the abo 
and in view of the fact, too, that hundreds o 
intelligent and observant horticulturists and 
scientists over the country are friendly to 
the sparrow, would it not be weil to not act 
with too much haste in the proposed work 
of extermination ? If the stories told of their 
destructive character be clearly proved, then 
will be the time to begin; until then the 
should have the benefit of the doubt whic 
exists in their case.

AMERICANS IN EUROPE. 


One Hundred and Thirty Thousand 
This Year. 

New York, Oct. 25.—Henry F. Gillig, 
manager of the American Exchange in Lon- 
don, and the most widely-posted man in the 
world on American travel abroad, was asked 
today how many Americans had registered 
in Europe during the season just closed. 
„One hundred and thirty thousand,” he 
replied, ** the largest number ever recorded.”

„will give you a little history of Amer - 
ican traveling abroad that will let you see 
just how the trade has increased,” replied 
Gillig. In 1877 or 1878 the travel was about 
18,000 annually, and at that time I was 
laughed at by a Chicago newspaper-man for 
predicting that the number would soon 
reach 50,000 per year. Well, it reached that 
figure in two or three years, and ran on up 
to the present number of 130,000—all travel- 
ing Americans in Europe. I now want to

His Estimate of the Great Writers 
of Fiction Who Were His 
Contemporaries. 


Shackeray Placed at the Head of All 
the Authors of the Nineteenth 


Century. 


Admiration of George Eliot-A Care- 
ful Criticism of Charles Dick- 
ans Works.

From Anthony Trollope’s Autobiography: 
In this chapter 1 will venture to name a fé 
successful novelists of my own time, with 
whose works lam acquainted: and will en- 
deavor to point whence their success has 
come, and why they haye failed when there 
has been failure. : 

Ido not hesitate to name Thackeray the 
first. His knowledge of human nature was 
supreme, and his characters stand out as 


' human beings, with a force and a truth 


which has not, Lthink. been within the reach 
of any other English novelist in any period. 
1 know no character in fiction, unless 
it be Don Quixote, with whom the 
reader becomes so intimately acquainted as 
with Col. Newcombe. How great a thing it 
is to be a gentleman at all parts! How we 
admire the man of whom so much may be 
said with truth! Is there any one of whom 
we feel more sure in this respect than of 
Col. Newcombe’? It is not because Col. 
Newcombe isaperfect gentleman that we 
think Thackeray’s work to have been so ex- 
celient, but because he has had the power to 


describe him as such, and to toree us to love 
him, a weak and silly old man, on account | 


of this grace of character. 

It is evident from all Thackeray’s best 
work that he lived with the eharacters he 
was creating. Ile had always a story to teil 
until quite late in life; and he shows us that 
this was so, not by the interest which he had 
in his own plots, for I doubt whether his 
plots did occupy much of his mind, but by 
convincing us that his characters were alive 

to himself. With Beeky Sharpe, with Lady 
Castlewood and her daughter, and with Es- 
mond, with Warrington? Pendennis, and the 
Major, with Col. Newcombe, and with Barry 
Lyndon he must have lived in perpetual in- 
tereourse. Therefore he has made these 
personages real to us. 

Among all our novelists his style is the 
purest, as to my ear itis also the most har- 
monious. Sometimes At is disfigured by a 


. slight touch of affectation, by little conceits 


which smell of the oil; but the language is 
‘always lucid. The reader, without labor, 
knows what he means, and knows all that he 
means. As well as 1 can remember he deals 
with no episodes. I think that any critic, 
examining his work minutely, would find 
that every scene, and every part of every 
scene, adds something to the clearness with 
Which the story is told. Among all 
his stories there is not one which does not 
leave on the mind afeeling of distress that 


omen should ever be immodest or men dis- 


‘honest, and of joy that women should be so 
devoted and men so honest. How we hate 
the Idle selfishness of Pendennis, the world- 
liness of Beatrix, the craft of Becky Sharpe! 
how we love the honesty of Col. Newcombe, 
the nobility of Esmond, and the devoted af- 
fection of Mrs. Pendennis! The hatred of 
Sil and love of good can hardly have come 


upon so many readers without doing much 


d. 

Late in Thackeray's life—he never was 
an old man, but towards the end of his ca- 
reer—he failed in his power of charming, be- 
cause he allowed his mind to become idle. 
In the plots which he conceived and in the 
language which he used I do not know that 
there is any perceptible change; but in ‘‘ The 
Virginians” and in “Philip” the reader is 
introduced to no character with which he 
“makes a close and undying acquaintance. 
And this, I have no doubt, is so because 

"Thackeray himself had no such intimacy. 

His mind had come to be weary of that fic- 

titious life which is always demanding the 

labor of new creation, and he troubled him- 

self with his two Virginians and his Philip 

only when he was seated at his desk. 0 
GEORGE ELIOT. 

At the present moment George Eliot is the 
first of English novelists, and I am disposed 
to place her second of those of my time. She 
is best Known to the literary world as a 
writer of prose fiction, and not improbably 
whatever of permanent fameshe may acquire 
will come from her novels. But the nature 
of her intellect is very far removed indeed 
from that which is common to the teller of 
stories. Her imagination is, no doubt, strong, 
Dut it acts in analyzing rather than in creat- 
ing. Everything that comes before her is 
pulled to pieces so that the inside of it shall 
be seen, and be seen, if possible, by 
her readers as clearly as by herself. 
This searching analysis is carried so 
far that, in studying her later 
Writings, one feels one’s self to be in com- 
pany with some philosopher rather than 
With a novelist. I doubt whether any young 
ty can read with pleasure either Felix 

oit,” Middlemarch,“ or Daniel Deronda.’ I 
know that they are very difficult to mauy that 
are not young. 

Her personifications of character have been 
Sinugulariy terse and graphic, and from them has 
come ber great hold on the public, though by no 
means the greatest effect which she has pro- 
duced. The lessons which she teaches remain, 
though it is not for the sake of the lessons that 
ber are read.” Seth Bede, Adam Bede, 
Maggie and Tom Tulliver, old Silas Marner, and, 
much above all, Tito,in “Romola,” are char- 
actefs which, when once known, can never be 
forgotten. I cannot say quite so much for any 
of those in her later works, because in them the 
Philosopher so greatly overtops the portrait- 
painter, that, in the dissection of the mind, the 
outward signs seem to have been forgotten. In 
ber, as yet, there is no symptom whatever of 
that weariness of mind which, when feilt by the 
reader, induces him to declare that the author 
bas written himself out. It is not from decad- 
ence that we do not have another Mrs. Poyser.

DICKENS. 


There can be no doubt that the most popular 
novelist of r the most popular 
Baoglish novelist of any time—has been Charles 
Dickens. He bas now been dead neariy six 
years, and the sale of his books goes on as it did 
Guring his life. The certainty with which bis 
noveis are found in every bouse—the familiar- 
ity of his name in all English-speaking coun- 
tries—the 1 of such characters as Mrs. 
Gamp, Micawber! and Pecksniff, and many 

re whose names have entered into the En- 
ei tanguage and become well-known words— 
sae grief of the country at his death, and the 
ners paid to him at his funeral, all testify to

ot popular appreciation should go for 

very much, almost for gg” oy „in criticism 
Om the work of a novelist, work of 
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a novelist is to please; and this man’s novels 
have been found more pleasant than those of 
any other writer. it might, of course, be ob- 
jeeted to thia, that though the books have 
pleased they have been injurious, that their 
tendency bas been immoral and_ their 
teaching vicious; but it is almost needless to 
say that no such cbarge has ever been made 
egainet Dickens. His teaching has ever been 
good. From all which there arises to the critic 
a question whether, with such evidence against 
him as to be excellence of this writer, ho 
sbould not subordinate bis own opinion to the 
collected opinion of the world of readers. To 
me it almost seems that I was wrong to place 
Dickens after Thuckecray aud George not, 
knowing as 1 do mat so great a majority put 
bim above those authors. 

My own peculiar idiosyncrasy in the matter 
forbids me to do so. | do ackuowledge that Mrs. 
Gamp, Micawber, Pecksnill, and others have 
become houschold words iu 4 house, as 
though they were uuman bemgs. but to my 
judgment they are not humun beings, nor are 
any ot the characters human which Dickens bas 
portrayed. It has been the peculiarity and the 
marvel of this man's power that he has invested 
his puppets with a charm that bas enabled him 
to dispense with human nature. There is a 
droliery about them, in my estimation, very 
much below the bumor of Thackeray, 
but which has reached the intellect of 
all, while Thackeray's bumor has s- 
caped the intellect of many. Nor 
is the pathosof Dickens human. It is stagy 
and welodramatic. But it is so expressed that 
it touches every heart a little. There is no real 
lite in Smike. His misery, his idiotcy, his de- 
votion for Nicholas, his love for Kate, are all 
overdone and incompatible with each other, 
But still the reader shedsatear. E 
can find a tear for Smike. Dickens’ novels are 
like Boucicauit’s plays. He has known how to 
draw bis lines broadly, so that all shouid see the 


color. 

He, too, in his best days always lived with bis 
characters; and he, too, as be gradually 
to have the power of doing so, ceased to charm. 
Though they are not human beings, we weil re- 
member Mrs. Gamp and Pickwick. The ns 
and Veneermes do not. 1 think, dwell in the 
minds of so many. 

Of Dickens’ style it is impossible to speak in 

raise. It is jerky, ungrammatical, and created 

y himself in defiance of rules—aimost as com- 
pletely as that created by Carlyle. To readers 
who have taught themselves to regard language, 
it must, therefore. be unpleasant. But the critic is 
driven to feei the weakness of his criticism when 
he acknowledges to himself—as he is compelled 
in all honesty to do—that with the language, 
such as it is, the writer has satisfied the great 
mass of the readers of bis country. Both these 
great writers have satisfied the readers of their 
own pages; but both have doae infinit harm by 
creating a school of imitators. No young nov- 
elist should ever dare to imitate the style of 
Dickens. If such a one wants aim for his 
language let him take Thackeray. 

BULWER. 

Bulwer, or Lord Lytton—but think that he 
is still better known by his earlier name—was a 
man of very great parts. Better educated than 
either of those I bave named before bim, he 
was always able'to use bia erudition, and he thus 
produced novels from which very much not only 
may be, but must ve, learned by his readers. 
He thoroughly understood the political status 
of his own country, a subject, on which, I think, 
Dickens was marvelously ignorant, and which 
Thackeray bad never studied. He had read ex- 
tensively, and was always 4 to give his read- 
ers the benefit of what he knew. The re- 
sulf bas been that very much more than 
amusement may be obtained from Bulwer's 
novels. There is alsoa brightness about them 
the result ratber of thought than of imagina- 
tion, of study and of care than of mere intellect 
—which has made many of them excellent in 
their way. itis perhapsimproper to class all 
his noveis together, as he wrote in varied man- 
‘ners, making in his earlier works, such as Pel- 
dam and Ernest Maltravers,“ pictures of a 
fictitious life, and afterwards pictures of life as 
he believed it to be " and 
The Caxtons.“ But from all of them there 
comes the same flavor ot an effort to produce 
effect. The effects are produced, but it would 
Dave been better if the flavor bad not been 
there. 

I cannot say of Bulwer, as I have of the other 
novelists wuom 1 have named, that he lived 
with his characters. He lived with his work, 
with the doctrines which at the time he wished 
to preach, thinking always of the effects which 
he wished to preach; but I do not think he ever 
knew his own personages, and therefore neither 
do we know them. Even Pelham and Eugene 
Aram are not human beings to u sare Pick- 
wick, and Col. Newcome, and Mrs. Poyser. 

In his plots Bulwer has generally been simple, 
facile, aud successful. The reader never feels 
with him, as he does with Wilkie Collius, that it 
is all plot, or, as with George Eliot, that there is 
no — The story comes uaturally., without 
calling for too much attention, and is thus proof 
of the completeness of the man’s iutellect. His 
language is clear, good, intelligible Englisb, but 
it is defaced by mannefism, that he did 
affectation was bis fault. 

LEVER. 

How shali Ispeak.of my dear old friend 
Charles Lever, and his rattling, joliy, joyous, 
swearing Irishmen. Surely never did a sense of 
vitality come soconstantly from a man’s pen, 
nor from man's voice, as from bis! I knew him 
well for many years, and wherher in slekness or 
in health I have never come across bim without 
tinding dim to be running over witk wit and fun. 
Of all the men I have encountered he was the 
surest fund of drollery. I have known many 
witty men, many who could say good things, 
many who would sometimes be ready to say 
them when wanted, though they would some- 
times faii—but he fai Rouse 
bim in the 
and wit would 
before he was half awake. And yet he never 
monopolized the taik—was never a bore. He 
would take no more than his own sbare of the 
words spoken, and would yet seem to brighten 
all that was said during the night. His earlier 
novels—the latter I have not read—are just like 
bis conversation. Thefun never flags, and to 
me, when I read them, they were never tedious. 
As to character, he can hardly be said to have 
produced it. Corney Delaney, the old man-ser- 
vant, may perhaps be named as an exception. 

Lever’s novels will not live long, even if they

What was bis manner of working I do not know, 
but I should think it must have been very 
quick, and that be never troubled himseif on 
the subject, except when he was th a 
pen in his hand.

CHARLES READE, 


There is no writer of the present day who has 
go much puzzied me by his eccentricities, im- 
racticabilities, and capabilities as Charles 
ade. I look upon dim as endowed almost with 
genius, but as ono who has not been gifted by 
nature with ordinary powers of reasoning. He 
cau see what is grandly noble, and admire it 
with all bis heart. He can see, too, what is 
foully vicious, and bate it with equal ardor. But 
in the common affairs of life he cannot see what 
is rigbt or wrong; and, as he is altogether un- 
Willing to be guided by the opinion of others, he 
is constantiy making mistakes in bis litera 
career and subjecting himself to — 
whicb he hardiy deserves. He means to be 
honest. He means to be especially honest— 
more honest than other A1 He bas written 
a book called The Eighth Commandment,” on 
behalt of honesty in . transactions—a 
wonderful work, which has, I believe, been read 
by a very few. I never gaw a copy except that 
in my own library or heard of any one who 
knew the book. Nevertheiess it is a volume that 
must have taken very great labor, and have 
been written—as, indeed, he deciares that it was 
Written—without the hope of pecuniary re- 
ward. He makes an appeal to tne British 
Parliament and British people on behalf 
of literary honesty, deciaring that, 
should ne taii—“ I shali have to go on plush: 
for the people [ was born among.” And yet, o 
all the writers of my day, he has seemed to me 
to understand literary honesty the least. On 
one occasion, as he tells us in this book, he 
bought for a certain sum from a French author 
the right of using a plot taken from a play, 
which he probably might have used without 
purchase and also without infringing any inter- 
national copyright act. The French author not 
unnaturally praises him for the trans- 
acticn, tciling him that is un

There are two ladies of whom | would fain say 
a word, though I feei thatlam making my list 
too long, in orf@er that I may deciare bow much 
I have admired tbeir work. yare Anne 
Thackeray and Khoda Broughton. I have known 
them both, and have loved the tormer almost as 
she belonged tome. No two writers were ever 
more dissimilar, except in this: that they are 
both feminine. Miss Thackeray's characters are 
sweet, charmimg, and quite true to human 


nature. In ber writi she is always endeav- 
ing to prove that produces good, and evil 
evil. ere is nota line of which she n be 


ashamed, not a sentiment of which she should 
not be proud. But sbe writes like a lazy writer 
who dislikes her work, and who allows her own 
want of energy to sbow itseif in her pages. 

Miss Broughton, on the other hand, is full of 
energy—though she, too, I think, can become 
tired over her work. She, however, does not 
take the trouble to make ber personages stand 
upright on the ground. And she has the gift of 


making them speak as men women 
do speak. “You beast!” said Nancy, sit- 
ting on the wall, to the” man who 


husband—tbhinking that 
she was speaking to ber brother. Now Nancy, 
whether right or wrong, was just the girl who 


would, as circumstances then were, have called 


her brother a beast. There is nothing wooden 
about any of Miss Broughton’s novels—in these 
days so many novels ure wooden! But they are 
not sweet-savored as are those by Miss Thack- 
eray, and are, therefore, less true to nature. lu 
Miss Broughton’s determination not to be 
mawkisb and missish, she has made her ladies 
do and say things which ladies would not do and 
say. They throw themselves at men’s heads, 
and when they are not accepted only think how 
they may throw themselves again. Misa Brough- 
ton is still so young that I hope she may live to 
overcome her fault in this direction. 
DISRAELI. 


There is one other name, without which the 
list of the best-known Eogtish novelists of my 
own time would certainly be incomplete, and 
that is the name of the present Prime Minister 
of England. Mr. Disraeii has written so many 
noveis, and bas been so popular as a novelist, 
that, whether for good or for ill, 1 feel myseif 
compelled to speak of him. He began his ca- 
reer as au author early in life, eT Viv- 
jan Grey when be was 23 years old. was 
very young for such work, though hardly young 
enough to justify the excuse he makes in 
bis own preface, that it is a book written by a 
boy. Dickens was, I think, younger when he 
wrote his *“Sketcbes by Boz,” and as young when 
he was writing the “Pickwick Papers.“ It was 
hardly longer ago than the other day whea Mr. 
Disraeli brought out “ Lothair,” and between | 
the two there were eight or ten others. To me 
they have all had the same flavor of paint and 
unreality. In whatever he has written be bas 
affected something which has been intended to 
strike his readers as uncommon, and therefore 
grand. Because he has been bright and a man 
of genius, be has carried bis object as regards 
the young. He bas struck them with astonish- 
ment, and aroused in their imagination ideas of 
a world more giorious, more rich, more 


witty, more enterprising than their own. 
But the glory das n tne lory 
of paste d the wealth bas u 
a wealth of tinsel. The wit has been 


the wit of bair-dressers, and the enterprise has 
been the enterprise of mountebanks. An au- 
dacious conjurer has generally been his hero— 
some youth who, by wonderful cleveroess, can 
obtain success by every intrigue that comes to 
his band. Through it all there is a feeling of 
stage properties, a smeil of bair-oil, an aspect 
of bubl, a remembrance of tailors, and that 
pricking of the conscience which must be the 
geueral accompaniment of paste diamonds. I 
can understand that Mr. Disraeli. should, by his 
novels, have instigated many a young man and 
many a young woman on their way in life, but I 
cannot understand that be should have insti- 
gated any*one to good. Vivian Grey bas had 
probably as many foliowers as Jack Sheppard, 
and has leg his Sollowers in the same direction. 
“ Lothair,”” which is as yet Mr. Disraeli's last 
work, and, [ think, undoubtedly his worst, has 
been defended on a plea somewhat similar to 
that by which be bas defended ** Vivian Grey.“ 
As that was written when he was too young, 80 
was the other when he was too old—too old for 
work of that nature, though not too old to be 
Prime Minister. If his mind were so occupied 
with greater things as to allow him to write such 
a work, yet his judgment should have 
sufficed to induce him to destroy it when 
written. Here that flavor of hair-oil, that 


‘flavor of false jewels, that remembrance of 


tailors, comes out stronger than in all ne others. 
Lotbair is falser than even Vivian Grey, and 
Kady Corysand, the daughter of the Duchess, 
more inane and unwomaniike than Venetia or 
Henrietta Temple. It is the very bathos of 
story -telling. have often lamented, and have 
so often excused myself, that lack of public 
udgment which enables readers to put up with 

d work ause it comes from g or from 
lofty hands. I never felt the feeling so strong- 
ly or was so littie able to excuse it as when a 
portion of the reading public received 
thair’’ with satisfaction.

DR. HENRY MEYER. 


In Obedience to Judge Gary’s In- 
structions the Jury Finds 
Him Not Guilty. 


A Flaw in Fact in the Indictment De- 
elared to Be the Cause of This 
Ruling. 


The Verdict Received with Disappro- 


bation— Interviews with the 


The final scenes in the Meyer trial, which 
has occupied the public mind for the last 
tew days, were enacted yesterday, and re- 
sulted in a verdict of acquittal. Dr. Meyer 
was on hand early in the morning and sat 
between his counsel. His wife occupied a 
seata few feet away from him. His face 
wore the same calm, passionless expression 
as on the day previous, but he could not con- 
ceal, despite his external appearance, the 
mental perturbation under which he labored 
while Judge Gary delivered his instructions 
to the jury. The court-room was filled from 
floor to gallery with the lovers of the sensa- 
tional, and the proceedings were certainly 
the most interesting since the beginning of 
the trial. Several times during the argu- 
ments of counsel there were 
eral high-pitched scenes, and at one 
time an episode unusual in court-rooms oc- 
curred, which finally ended in a peremptory 
order from the bench to dismiss the audi- 
ence. 
“GENTLEMEN OF THE JURY.” 

W. W. O’Brien, of counsel for the defense, 
opened his argument with a violent attack 
on the newspapers, paying his respects also 
to the reporters. In speaking of Detective 
Burdick, whom he denounced in unmeas- 
ured terms, he said that the latter ought to 
be in the State’s Prison, and that he was an 
infamous, perjured wretch. Judge Gary 
cautioned O’Brien to confine himseif to his 
argument and not use such language again. 
He spoke for three hours. While address- 
ing the jury he chiefly addressed Jurors Leg- 
gett and Merrick, going so far as to slap 
them on their knees by way of emphasis. 

THE STATE’S-ATTORNEY. 

Mr. Mills occupied two hours in his re- 
marks. He began by saying that he was not 
addressing his remarks to any particular 

uror, but to all. In allud to Dr. Meyer 

esaid: “Whois he? He has been repre- 
sented as a most remarkable man. There 
was no doctor of his age in Chicago superior 
to him. He told you his yearly income was 
$10,000. Where is the evidence of this fact? 
Not one man in the County of Cook has 
come forward to swear that his character was 
good. And yet, with characteristic fairness, 
his lawyer has painted the character of this 
man in giowing colors. He has been com- 
pelled to admit that Llenry Meyer has* been 
charged with four distinct crimes. First, he 
was indicted forthe murder of his former 
wife, then for the murder of Gelderman, 
for the brutal killing of his own child, and 
last for the attempted poisoning of his pres- 
ent wife.“ 

For the woman the speaker had no word 
except of pity. It was no credit to her that 
she sat beside the accused. She was a weak 
woman. ‘The case was that of the State, and 
not hers, 

A SCENE. 


While speaking of Bretz Mr. Mills.waxed 
eloquent, and at one time he carried the sym- 
pathy of his listeners with him to such an 
extent that the people broke out in one spon- 
taneous outburst of applause that shook the 
court-room. Judge Gary rose from his seat 
and shouted at the top of his voice for order. 
The Bailitfs ran about in confusion trying to 
restore quiet, but the audience was evident- 
ly determined to have it out, and it was 
some time before the noise stopped. 
The court gave orders to stop 
the proceedings, and told the jury 
to retire until the audience went from 
the room. Several were inclined to be obsti- 
nate and wanted to remain, but Judge Gary 
notified them that nothing would done 
until everybody wo sat outside the railing 
had left. ‘Thereupon everybody retired, and 
immediately O’Brien stepped forward, his 
face flushed, and pointed out several who 
he alleged were “prime movers” in the 
scene. They were arraigned before the 
Judge, but they all denied having taken part 
in the affair. They were sworn, and — 2 
protesting their innocence were allowed to 


depart. 

* What,” said O’Brien to one of them, “do 
you mean to say you did not clap ””’

„That will do, Mr. O’Brien,” interposed 
J udge Gary; “this is none of your busi- 
ness.’ 

At the conclusion of Mr. Mills’ speech 
Judge Gary reiterated his opinion to counsel 
as to his doubts of the existence of a law to 
cover the case. He said: 1 don’t believe 
you can punish a man for a crime that he in- 
tends to commit in another State.” 

INSTRUCTIONS. 


Mr. Mills said he would leave that ques- 
tion for the court to decide in his final in- 
structions to the jury, to which counsel for 
the defense assen 

The jury rose from their seats to face the 
Judge as he delivered to them his instruc- 
tions. Dr. Meyer arose from his seat 
listened attentively. He was visibly agi- 
tated and breathed heavily. His wife sat 
motioniess while the Judge spoke. He said: 
* By the statute an assault with an intent to 
commit murder is punishable by imprison- 
mentinthe penitentiary foraterm of not 
less than one year nor more than 
fourteen years; also an attempt to 
commit murder by poisoning another is 
treated as an assault with an intent to mur- 
der. Also attempts to commit any offense 
I by law are punishable by statute, 

ut those statutes only refer to murders and 
offenses which are to be accomplished in this 
State or in cases of attempted murder where 
the cause of the attempted death is adminis- 
tered or inflicted in this State, for the stat- 
utes of no State operate beyond the bounda- 
ries of such State. If, therefore, the defend- 
ant did furnish the witness Bretz with the 
2 to be by bim administered to Ida 

eyer in the State of Colorado, yet as there

(acitate of lead) and details in a general 
method the alleged form of administering 
the drug. The third is like the second, onl 
that instead of specifying the drug it isa 
leged to be a drug the description of which, 
although poisonous, was to the jurors un- 
known. The fourth count, however, is a 
statement in extenso of all the steps in 
alleged transaction, setting out the physical 
condition of Mrs. Meyer at the time and the 
alleged anticipated results of giving her the 
drug. ‘here is no statute in this State mak- 
ing the solicitation of another to commit a 
crime an offense, but where an offense is 
committed not provided for by statue the 
common law prevails. These last four 
counts are common-law counts, and the last 
one setting out as it does all the alleged facts 
set up by the prosecution, it was left with 
the court to say whether the facts so set 
out constituted an offense. ‘The ruling 
of the court might lead to the inference that 
there was no charge of solicitation in the in- 
dictment, but there werein fact very full 
ones, and the objection of the court must be 
narrowed to the one that the words in Col- 
orado”’ do not occur in any of the counts. 
As to whether the giving of the drug was to 
be in Colorado or not might have been a mat- 
ter for the jury a matter of fact, the evi- 
dence generally being that the giving was to 
be begun as soon as might be after the rail- 
road train moved out of the Chic depot. 
The objections raised by the court, however, 
were not made by the defense at any time, 
and the reference by the court at an earlier 
stage of the case only referred to that part 
of the indictment which charged an attem 
to kill. On that part the court held flatly 
that if it were no crime in the State of Lili- 
nois to commit a murder in Colorado so 
much the less would it be a crime here mere- 


‘ly to make an attempt to kill one there. 


WHAT WILL BE DONE? 

In all probability the case will now be 

ropped. Meyer can, however, be rearrest- 
ed under an indictment for a misdemeanor 
in attempting to incite crime. The punish- 
ment for that would be a fine of $100 or six 
months in the County Jail, or both, at the 
discretion of the court. l 

A talk with one of the jurymen elicited the 
fact that nearly half of them were for con- 
viction. During the dull hours of the night 
in the jury-room the evidence was reviewed 
and most of them were inclined to wait until 
all the evidence was in before arriving at a 
conclusion. Five of the sworn twelve were 
for conviction from the second day of the 
trial, when the case was closed for the pros- 
ecution, When the jury retired last evening 
there was no mention made of bringing in a 
verdict in opposition to the instrutions of the 
Judge, as some expected would be the case.

Another Speech by HMim-—Still Com- 
plaining of the Loss of Political 
Power—And Making Hard Charges

One man was 
sufficiently wrong-minded to vociferate Ab- 
basso Umberto” [“ Down with Humbert.“ 

The following is a translation of the official 
report, printed for distribution among the 
Italian pilgrims, of the speech delivered by 
Leo XIII. The few notes that I was able to 
take show me that it gives the exact words 
spoken by the Pope, without any suppression 
or toning down, or the addition of any after- 
thoughts, I saw the Pontifical stenographer 
— aif ensconced in a quiet corner near 

rone: 

The sweet consolation we received a few 
days ago through the splendid demonstra- 
tion of filial homage and affection given to us 
by the Italian clergy is vividly renewed to- 
day by the equally splendid attestation of 
devotion and love we receive from 
you, beloved children, from you, who, 
surmounting every difficulty, have come in 
such numbers from various parts of Italy: 
from you, who, before the venerated tomb 
of the Prince of the Apostles, have just de- 
clared your intention of remaining, at any 
cost, ever obedient and devoted to us and to 
this Apostolic See. Both pilgrimages thus 
admirably complete each other and prove, 
indeed, that, after the clergy, there stand the 
laity in good numbers reeing with them 
in belief, in sentiments, affections, vying 
with them in giving the Vicar of Jesus Christ 
public proofs of their profound and unalter- 
able attachment. For this we heartily thank 
the Lord, and we rejoice wi you, 
dearest children, in whom He, in His 
divine goodness, has deigned to in- 
spire sentiments called for by our 

resent conditions and those of the times. 

t is well known to all what were the inten- 
tions of the sects and their followers in vio- 
lating the sacred rig ats of the Apostolic See, 
and reducing the Roman Pontiff to an un- 
worthy condition, which you, together with 
us, loudly deplore. [Meaning the patriotic 
establishment of the Italian Capi in 
Rome.] It was not because, as untruly and 
foolishly has been said, the Papacy is the 
enemy of Italy. History, as we have many 
times said, has registered in indelible char- 
acters the signal advantages which accrued 
to her at every epoch from the supremely 
beneficent nature of the Papacy, advantages 
to which time and the researches of the 
learned will ever give new splendor. 

[Keeping the Italian people in the depths 


Of ignorance, poverty, and superstition was 


a curious way of “ conferrmg signal advan- 
tages of a supremely beneficient nature.“ 
It will always be more and more apparent 
that none of those things which truly de- 
serve the name of benefits, not only in the 
religion and moral order, but also in the po- 
litical, social, domestic, and private, are ir- 
reconeilable with the Papacy; on the con- 
— all find therein life, vigor, ana inere- 
men 
{There would not result much life or in- 
crement by driving the . out ot 
their natural political Capi and placing 
Rome again under the clerical despotism of 
the Vatican supported by — 2 bayonets.] 
Neither was it, as has been hypocritically 
repeated, through the desire of seeing the 
chureh and the Pontiff as they say relieved 
from the troublesome charge of worldly 
cares—a desire which sounds a mockery in 
the mouth of those who in so many 
ways devised and devise how to vex 
the church even in her spiritual and 
divine mission. ‘The real sectarian aim 
was to strike the church and her head, 
depriving the Apostolic See of that which 
formed the guardianship of her liberty; tha 
not illusory guarantee of her independ ence, 
and pushing andacity still further to snaten 
finally from Italy the inestimable treasure of 
faith and of the Catholic religion. a 
The Pope has no divine right to the po- 
li throne of Rome. It was not given to

King. Charlemagne, eight or nine centuries 
after the Apostolic times. The French King 
did not own Rome except by the sword. lle 
gave the Popes something that did not be- 
long to him. The Pope’s claim to the po- 
litical control of Rome is no better than the 
English title to Ireland conferred by Pope 


drian LY. 

„ And if this were not made plain by un- 
answerable facts and through the impious 
aspirations daily manifested, blasphemous 
voices are from time to time raised which re- 
veal yet more openly the iniquitous purpose. 
Buta few days since herein Rome it was pub- 
licty dared, and it was possible with impuni- 
ty. to proclaim that there can be no real Ital- 
jau life so long as Italy shal! be Catholic, that 
the violent occupation of Rome was only the 
first stage along the road which should lead 
Italy to emancipation from the Catholic 
sacerdotal yoke, and that they ought to go 
forward upon this road and finish the under- 
taking. Alas! what a horrible misfortune it 
would be for Italy it God in His irritated jus- 
tice should permit the wicked work to be 
eonsummated. {The wicked here referred 
to constitute the large majority of the Italian 
voters.] Wherefore to avert such calamity 
all who are truly patriotic and love religion 
must cast off sloth and gather their strength. 
It is their strict duty to be, and to 
show themselves by deeds, sincere and 
courageous Catholics: and the better to 
repel inimical assaults, it is their duty to 
gather ever closer around this Apostolic 
to desire that the Papacy be free and respect- 
ed [the Papacy is as free as air or water, and 
if not respected the fault is its own), and 
that the Supreme Pontiff be replaced in that | 
condition of real independence and sover- 
eignty which is due to him for his very high 
223 and dignity. We know that you are 

nspired by these sentiments, and that they, 
in fact, brought you hither. Nourish them 
continually, study to impart them and to 
arouse them in others, and let them be the 
invariable rule of your and of their credit.’’ 

The Pope then urged his hearers to have 
recourse to invoking the aid of Heaven in 
prayer, and gave the Apostolic benediction. 


NEGRO SOCIAL RIGHTS. 


How the Southern Press View the Su- 
preme Court Decision. 

‘There was never any fear that the disappear- 
ance of the Civil-Rights law from the statute- 
book would bring any hardship to the col- 
ored people in the North. Therighttoequal 
use of public conveyances was the only 
practical phase of the question here, and that 
is probably freely conceded to them on every 
railroad. The consequences of the decision | 
in the South were open to more doubt. There 
again the only question seems to be that of 
equal facilities for traveling, for the colored 
people in the South have shown themselves 
as little disposed as those in the North to 
torce themselves into restaurants, hotels, and, 
the best seats in theatres intended for 
whites exclusively. Some interesting indi- 
cations have already been given of Southern 
sentiment upon the future treatment of the 
colored race, 

It is evident from these that the Demo- 
cratic politicians and newspapers are anxious 
to be on good terms with the blacks, with a 
view to getting their votes at the next elec- 
tion if possible. There is little exultation at 
present over the decision as a triumph over 
a despised race, but, on the contrary, there 
are profuse promises that their legal rights 
shall be carefully respected. Senators Hamp- 
ton and Butler, of South Carolina, and Sena- 
tor Brown, of Georgia, talk in this way, 
urging that every opvortunity shall be given 
to the negro to better his condition, and ex- 
pressing the greatest friendliness for the 
race. The tone of leading Southern 
newspapers is still stronger in the same key. 
The Atlanta Constitution says: 

It now behooves the South to show to the 
world that she is capable of doing the negro 
fullest and amplest justice without the fear of 
any impending statute, The places set apart 
for nim in the theatre and in the railroad-cars 
should be in every way as good as those occu- 
— by the white men who pay the same money. 

y should be just as secure from the intru- 
sion of boisterous persons and kept in as clean- 
ly and as neat a manner. In short, the grand 
opportunity is now afforded the South to show 
that she is as magnanimous as she proved her- 
self to be courageous. Sbe will demonstrate, 
we bave no doubt, that while she could never 
have been driven by duress into what was cilear- 
ly wrong, ‘she will not be tempted by the re- 4 
moval of all restraint into doing anything that 
is less than right. 

These words are quoted appro ly by 
the Charleston News and Courter. “The Ma- 
con Telegraph says: 

Everything will move along just as it did be- 
fore, and the solution of the great race prob- 
lem will be left to time and the operation ot the 
laws of nature, free from the vicious and ob- 
structive interference of Government. The 
negro will receive ainple justice from the whites 
of the South, and to whatever point in the scale 
of humanity he is capable of advancing he will 
be allowed to struggie up unbindered. | 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat says: 

This decision of the Supreme Court will rid 
the country of a very troublesome question 
which has kept alive race prejudice and feeling 
without being of the slightest advantage to the 
negro, for whose benefit it was nominally 


The Charleston News and Courier, again 
discussing the subject, says: 

There is no need to squint at social equality. 
For the lasting wellare of whites and blacks 
alike mat must be avoided and repudiated. 
Sbort of that, the Democrats in the South can 
assure to the colored people every privilege and 
right that is reasonable and just. It will be a 
bappy event for South Carolina if the white 
people shall seize we golden opportunity and 
bind the whites and blacks together in the bonds 
of a common interest in the honor, the peace, 
and the prosperity of the State. By liberality. 
tempered with wisdom, the color-line iu politics 
can be obliterated in the South. Desigabl 
this is elsewhere, itis more desirable i 
Carolina, where the most sagacious have been 
unable to find means of security far in the fut- 
ure. The means appear to be given us now ot 
ending our troubies and making the State safe} 
for a generation to come. 

The Augusta Chronicle, with more of the 
tone of the Bourbon, hails the decision as a 
triumph for State-rights, and telis the col- 
ored people to trust to “the fairness and 
generosity of the people among whom they 
reside.” The Richmond State shows some 
excitement, insinuating that the decision was 
timed for its effect upon the elections, and 
raising a cry of alarm at the idea that a Ma- 
hone in the Legislature, 
if elected, will pass a Civil-Rights law more 
stringent than the Federal act. These cita- 
tions fairly represent all varieties of opinion, 
but a large majority of the newspapers 
adopt a highly-conciliatory tone. In Georgia 
the policy of the leading railroads, according 
to Senator Brown, will be to keep the races 
in separate cars. Gov. Irelend urges the 
same course in Texas, but the Vice-President - 
of the International Railroad decides that 
business will not justify it. The colored peo- 
ple will be restricted to certain seats.

eer in this country.. She said she had fol- 
lowed that calling for the last fifteen years 
both in England and America. She had 
picked up a penknife from the table beside 
her and launched forth inte the above flood 
of words to demonstrate how easy it was for 
a woman to talk like an auctioneer. It only 
required the gift of gab, she said, and Nature 


had been generous to the gentler sex in that 


respect. 

But it seems to be a novelty here,” she 
continued, “for a woman to be an auction- 
eer. Now, in England it is not an unusual 
thing. ‘Tweive years ago there were prob- 
ably half a hundred engaged in the business 
in different country towns near London and 
There are not so many now. 
They’ve got rich and retired. 1 suppose Im 
really the only one who ever went into the 
business here. 

In the English towns the auctioneers go 
about with their stocks in wagons or vans. 
These wagons are very elaborate and eu- 
rious. I don’t suppoge that there are any 
like them in America, except in what you 
people in the city seem fond of ing the 
wild West. The wagon is a sort of wooden 
house on wheels, Some are square and 
some round at the rear end. They are made 
so that the sides swing open on hinges. 
When the sides are thus thrown open a 
flooring is left at the end of the wagon, and 
on it a rostrum is built, apon which the auc- 
tioneer steps when thetime comes to sell 
things to the crowd of bidders. The interior 
of the wagon is fitted up just like a store. 
The wings reveal a row of shelves laden with 
all sorts of notiens—tableknives, forks, 
spoons, penknives, watches, chains, rings, 
tools of all sorts, suspenders, stockings, 
placking-brushes—everything, in short, the 

roprietor can think of that will induce the 

nhabitants of a town to transfer their money 
into his pockets. ‘The jewelry and more ex- 
pensive wares are contained in showcases, 
and taken out as occasion demandg. ‘I'he 
back of the wagon is fitted up with a stove 
to keep the owner and assistants warm in 
winter, and to allow them to cook their 
meals when they have such a run of custom 
that it would be losing money to leave the 
stand to go to the inn for somethin 

„When the sales are going on planks are 
put down leadme from the wagon to the 
ground to enable the assistants to run down 
among the crowd and exhibit and deliver 
goods or collect money. ‘There is something 
about the auction when it is under 
full swing. Everybody is in good humor, 
and money rattles into the auctioneer’s cof- 
fers. You should just see an auction. You'd 
enjoy it. Many and manya time when I was 
in old England I’ve seen acrowd of five or 
six hundred pressing close around our 
wagon buying things like 
They’ ve stood there nights when it was so 
cold it would nearly freéze your nose off until 
past 11 o’clock, when we closed the establish- 
ment for the night. Even then they seemed 
to go away reluctantly. It was just like 
shutting uv shop in a real store to close the 
wagon. We drew in the wings of the wagon 
and put up shutters over the show- windows. 
I forgot to tell you that some of the wagons 
are built with show-windows, ‘They are kept 
open in the daytime when the wagon is on 
the move, and ure a sort of advertisement of 


the owner's wares.”’ 
“What does an auction establishment 


cost? 

it depends upon the establishment. Some 
wagons cost $100, and some bring as high as 
$1,000. The latter are handsome affairs, and 
are often drawn about by six horses with gay 


‘trappings that make you think a circus is 


coming. Of course, after getting the wagon 
the owner still has to fill it with stock. The 
field for expenditure in that line is just as 
large as she thinks fit to make it. A com- 
plete Cheap-John stock will cost as much 
money as the big wagon itself if the owner 
wants to spend so much. Sometimes money 
is saved by fillimg up with whatis called a 
dummy stock. A dummy stock in the auc- 
tion business is what a bookcase stocked 
with boards painted to represent shelves 
filled with classic works isin the literary 
line. A person looking at the cases on the 
wagon thinks that they are full of fine 
cutlery, and that the boxes are full of 
tools. The cutlery is nothing but bits of 
wood wrapped up in paper, and the tools are 
wood, too. If the auctioneer’s genuine wares 
happen to be sold out, why she gets a fresh 
supply the next day—that’s all. This planis 
more eeonomical for a small dealer than car- 
rying a full stock would be.“ 

** How do the women autioneers begin?“ 

In the first place they're not called aue- 
tioneers in England. Ther're salesladies. 
They get a regular license from the city au- 
thorities or conntry authorities, and then 
start out for themselves. The license is in- 
dispensable, however. They go about from 
town to town on regular tours. Sometimes 
they stay a day in one place and sometimes a 
month, according to usiness they find, 
They don’t cafe anything about the 
regular storeke@pers. it doesn’t affect 
tile auction trade at all whether a town has 
one or a dozen stores. Indeed, I have known 
many cases where the townspeople went to 
the auctioneer to buy rather thau to the reg- 
ular storekeepers. They found more enjoy- 
ment i it, and more bargains.”’ 

* But do they get bargains?” 

* Well, that depends upon how you look at 
it. They get all their money’s worth, but of 
course they don’t get things as cheaply as it 
would seem they do. It is one of the arts of 
the Cheap-John business to make people be- 
lieve they’re getting goods cheap. It is dif- 
ferent from ordinary auctioneerimg. In the 
latter the auctioneer begins at the lowest bid 
and talks the goods upto a higher price. The 
salesiady in the auction business, on the oth- 
er hand, begins with the top figure and lets 
the price slide down until the purchaser 
thinks he has got the article real cheap. 


That's one of the beauties of the Cheap 


John.“ 

Can women sell goods as well as men?“ 

Well, Ishould say they could. Many a 
time l've seen a man turn away from one of 
our male assistants without buying anything, 
and l've brought him back and sold him a 
good order by simply running down to him 
and wishing him good-day or good-night, 
saying | was sorry we could not sell him 
anything, and hoped he'd call again. Man 
is a pecuhar creature. A little soft-soap 

a good way with him.“ 

“What salary do the women get?“ 

“They don’t wofk on salary asarule. They 
get a commission of 10 cents on the dollar for 
everything sold, where they are engaged by 
a proprietor. As a general thing. however, 


. they own their own wagons, and consequent- 


ly the profits go into their own pockets 
y. Thatsystemis very agreeable, as 
you will readily admit. When 1 first came 
to New York with my husband thirteen 
years ago I was introduced to a Chatham 
street Cheap John, who offered me $l0a 
week on the spot. In two weeks I was get- 
ting $20. But 1 liked being my own boss 
better, sol bought out a wagon near the 
Harlem bridge. That wagon is there yet. It 
is now a A machine for the manu- 
facture of tintypes - three fora quarter, and 
a perfect likeness, or money returned.“ We 
did a rushing business there for awhile until 
my husband fell sick, when I had to give the 
place up. Afterward 1 started an auction 
stand in Pittsburg and ran it for six months, 
until my husband went back to Europe. 
Since my return to New York the Cheap- 
John business seems to haveexpired. Lean’t 
find a store of the kind anywhere. There is 
room for a good one on the Bowery, I know. 
There will be plenty of money in the scheme, 
and I’m going to start it as soon as 1 get the 
capital together again. In the meantime, as 
you see, l’ve gone into the lace business. 
That's a line I was perfectly green at two 
months ago, but I have built up quite a littie 
trade at it. 1 have many customers 
on the west side of town. 
go about with this box of samples 
and seilto housewives the material for eur- 
tains, and tidies, and bureau covers. Some- 
times I take part payments, at regular inter- 
vals, and sometimes 1 sell for cash. I can 
get goods on credit from many of the big 
houses. They find 1’m good for the order, 
and as it pays me, why, naturally it benefits 
them to have me acti as a sort of local or 
traveling agent. I bolleve that women can 
get along if they'll only make up their minds 
lo make the attempt and depend on them- 
selves. Just wait till Lopen my place in the 
Bowery and you can come and see me at 
work at my old profession.
